a right improvement of the Mercy fo greatly deſired, 
and walk in all holineſs anſwerable thercunto. De- 
claring further , that he humbly craved this as the 
boon of a dying man, that as they had received a 
mercy ſo exceeding great, fo they: woul:l walk wor- 
thy of it, ina fruitful improvement; e:rneſtily craving 
that all Gentlemen and others, would p:izy more, and

other Nation, ſo he'defircd, that: Peace and Plenty ' 
might abound, and that every man might ſtudy in his 
plece, To Fear God, «nd Honour the King, and to walk 
jo lome meaſure anſwerable to thoſe mercies they 
now enjoy, and worthy of the Goſpel ; that Righs 
tcouinels and Peace might fl -uriſh in the middeſt of 
them. tie further declared, That he had nothing to 
his Brethren both of the publike and private Congre- 
g2ti00s, but that they would wait intheir places, and 
lee:ilie tlvarion of God, rather them deliver them- 
ſelves by any indire& means; And thathis hearty de- 
fire was, that Juſtice and Judgment might run through
